Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant argued a lack of motivation for using "Legend of Color 
Coding", which supports Official Notice teaching, within the context of the claims. The Examiner explained that the 
web page provided proper support for the Official Notice teaching and showed how motivation could be found within 
Gilbert for using the mouse out teaching taught by the web page. Applicant also argued that the teaching in Wei for 
using Javascript instead of Java Applets was not analagous for the specific constructs of the claimed invention. The 
Examiner disagreed and explained how the explicit teaching in Wei for using a JavaScrpt instead of an Applet provides 
proper motivation for using JavaScript in Gilbert instead of Applets . 
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
